Washington Is Wondering What Me-

On the 30th of January, nearly a month 
ago, your Washington correspondent fvur- 
nished the information which -s verified 
today. 

Both The Morning and Fvening Consti- 
tution have been in advance c! any other 
southern newspapers in giving iformation 
about the make-up of the cabinet,. amd in 
almost every instance their reports have 
been verified. 

The cabinet ts a strange mixture. Sher- 
man will, as secretary of state, occupy the 
most important position in the, administra- 
tion, next to the president. He fs old, is 
growing feeble, and is not in close touch 
with the party leaders. The general im- 
pression among the republicans is tat a 
much stronger appointment ~couwld have 
been made. 

Wilson, who will be commissioner of ag- 
riculture, is a farmer for fun only. Heisa 
millionaire, and it is said that he farms 
from his spacious lowa veranda. 

McCook, who is to be attorney general, is 
@ millionaire, and is attorney for many o1 
the great trusts. He has represented large 
corporate interests for years. A few days 
ago, when Searles, the sugar trust mag- 
nate, left New York, with a subpoena, to 
appear before the legislative ‘nvestigating 
committee, in his pocket, he turmed up at 
McKinley’s residence in Canton. 

He ignored the summons of the iegisla- 
tive investigating committee, though ine re- 
sponded a few days later. ‘ie was iraced 
by the newspapers when he so mysterious- 
ly disappeared, and it was found that he 
went to Canton to consult with President- 
elect McKinley, and demanded that an at- 
torney general be appointed who was not 
unfriendly to the trusts. He went to urge 
the appointment of McCook. 

There are some strong men in the cabi- 
net and some weak ones. There are few of 
them who have achieved national reputa- 
tions as statesmen, and the general impres- 
sion is that, like the Cleveland cabinet of 
four years ago, the new one is to %e a non- 
descript combination made up, with a few 
exceptions, of men of whom very little is 
known, and who certainly are not entitled 
to national prominence. 


COLONEL M’COOK SELECTED. 


New York Corporation Lawyer, Urged 
by Trusts, Will Be McKinley’s 
Attorney General, 


New York, February 19.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Camton, O., says: 

President-elect McKinley has ceased to 
drift in his search for the New York mem- 
ber of his cabinet. He has definitely de- 
cided upon Colonel John J, McCook for 
attorney general. 

The appOintment was agreed upon-at the 
conference between the major and Mr. 
Hanna Wednesday. The purpose was not to 
have it known till a day or two before the 
inauguration, although Cornelius N. Bliss 
and two or three New York friends of the 
major will probably receive the direct in- 
formation Saturday morning in the mail. 

It has been known that Colonel McCook 
would accept if a position in the cabinet 
were offered him. 

The sequel to Colonel McCook’s appoint- 
ment ds likely to be that Senator Platt’s 
recommendation for collector of the port 
and other federal offices will be followed, so 
that the basis for harmony with the na- 
tional administration will not be destroyed. 

The choice of Colonel McCook is an- 
nounced as a personal one on the part of 
the president-elect. “He has waited for. the 
conflicting ‘interests in New York to get 
together and they have failed. Now he de- 
termines to act for himself, .

Interesting Situation of the Case and 
How It Must Be Dinpesed Of—If He 
Is Insane Now He Goes to the Asy- 
lam, but Will Be Held for Trial for 
Murder When His Mina Is Clear.

Now that the Flanagan trial to ascer- 
tain if the prisoner is sane or insane at this 
time is nearly over, interest centers tn the 
future disposition of the case. What will 
be the next step in the effort to get the 
case through the courts to a final conclu- 
sion ? 

Will Flanagan be required te stand trial 
with the purpose in view of ascertaining if 
he was insane at the time he committed 
the crime? If the jury now sitting in the 
case brings in a vertdct that he is insane 
at this time, then he will bé sent to the 
asylum to be cared for until such time as 
he may be fimtelligent enough to assist his 
attorneys in the preparation of his de- 
fense on the main issue—that of guilt or 


| immocence in the murder case. 
If Flanagan is now declared to be! 


sane the question will then come up im- 
mediately on the original bill of indictment 
for murder. But the question of sanity 
or insanity is not eliminated there. Flan- 
agan can again enter @ plea of insanity, 
but he must then base his plea on the 
ground that he was inspnme at the -ime he 
committed the crime ged was therefore 
not responsible for its commission. This 
is Known as the plea of general issue, 
which is a formal denit@en the part of the 
y of the ertme 
charged. So it seems that Flanagan may 
never be tried on the square issue of guilty 
of murder or not. 

If he is declared to be sane at this time 
another jury will be summoned to try 
the murder case. When it is called Flan- 
agan’s attorneys will doubtless again en-

In doing this his coun- 
sel may, by evidence, review the past 
life of the prisoner, and arrive at his 
condition of mind at the date the crime 
was committed, and for any length of 
time prior thereto, and he is allowed to 
show the letters of the prisoner or apy 
acts of conduct of the prisoner, or proof 
of hereditary taint of insanity in any of 
the prisoner’s blood kin at any time 
prior to the date of the trial, for the 
purpose of showing what was the condi- 
tion of the prisoner’s mind at the date 
of the trial.

He was asked 
if he subscribed to “realism, conceptional- 
ism or nominalism.” Witness said he did 
not understand the terms. He knew the 
form of reasoning mania, but did mot 
know its name. He said lunatics could of- 
ten reason on a false basis as well as @ 
Sane person on a true basis. 

On the re-examination Dr. Green believ- 
ed, in answer to a dypothetical question, 
that a man who was suffering from a de- 
lusion mania, such as the defendant is sup- 
posed to be suffering from, and committed 
a homicide, would not try to exculpate 
himself from blame by laying the cause to 
liquor. 

Some of the jury emiled significantly and 
Colonel Glenn moved’‘to rule the answer 
out. The answer was allowed to go on 
the record. 

Dr. McDaniel first saw Flanagan on the 
night of the murder. He went to the jatl 
and to the cell accompanied by Sherif 
Parnes. He treated Flanagan's burned 
hand, but noticed no other wounds upon 
him with the exception of a few slight 
abrasions upon the back of the neck as ff 
from finger mail scratches. The doctor 
thought the defendant practically sane. 

On cross-examination Colonel Glenn elle- 
fted the statement from the witness that 
Flanagan was slightly dazed on the meme- 
orable night. 

After the examination the state declared 
that it would rest. 

Colonel Glenn stated that Dr. Cc. &

It is doubtful if this will 
prove true. Such a movement would quick- 
ly precipitate open war, for there is no 
doubt that the Greek fleet would attack 
the troop ships, if necessary, to prevent 
the landing of Turkish troops. Nobody 
now believes that the foreign fleét would 
protect the Turk under these cireumstan- 
ces. Certainly no British ship would dare 
to fire a shot. 

A British broadside, fired by .Lord Salis- 
bury’s consent against the Greek flag at 
the present moment, would cause the most 
ignominious downfall any Britiz- ministry 
ever suffered. Lord Salisbury has learned 
something of the British temper in this 
matter during the past. few days, and he 
knows now, if he did not before, that his 
own party would not tolerate for a moment 
the Durning of British powder in defense 
of the Turkish flag. 

The position and policy of Greece are 
therefore much stronger than appears. 
Public opinion in France and Italy also is 
now virtually unanimous in support of 
King George and his subjects. It is impos- 
sible to believe that Russia, with the strong 
ties of relationship between the two royal 
houses, will serously embarrass or humil- 
jate Greece. . 

It is admitted on all hands that the pres- 
ent deadlock in Crete between Greece and 
the powers cannot continue many days. 

It is folly to attempt to prophesy which 
way events will turn. The best thing that 
can be'said is that there is stiil no indi- 
cation of any disagreement between the 
powers, arm no other eventuality need se- 
alarm the world outside of the 
east of the belief. 


TURKISH TROOPS FOR CRETE. 


They Lenve Constantinople, but Will 
Not Be Permitted To Land tn 
Crete. 


Athens, February 19.—It is asserted here 
that a Turkish force embarked at Constan- 
tinople yesterday and sailed for Crete. They 
will not be permitted to land, for Greece 
is firmly determined to enforce her de- 
cree, ordering the torpedo flotilla to pre- 
vent the debarkation of Turkish  re-en- 
forcements on the island. 

It is stated that the commanders of the 
foreign “squadrons in Cretan warters lave 
induced Colonel Vassos not to bombard the 
town of Halepa, whieh he was preparing 
to do, they promising that a solution of 
the whole question favorable to Greece 
would ‘be soon arrived at by the powers. 

The situation on the frontier of Greece 
is very threatening and it would not be 
surprising to hear of actual hostilities 
there at any time, All the available Turk- 
ish troops are belmg concentrated on the 
frontier. 

In the present temper of the troops a 
very slight incident might bring about a 
serious collision. The advices received 
here show that the situation is daily be- 
coming more critical.

A $100,000 . FORFEIT. 


PRESIDENT GATES WILL BE ABLE TO 
COVER THE CARNEGIE CHECK, 


Says His Company Is Fully Capable 
of Doing Everything the Carne- 
gies Are and He Wants the 
Armor Plate Contract. 


New York, February 19.—A Times special 
from Washington says: 

J. W. Gates, president of the Illinois 
Steel Company, hears on every hand the 
story set afloat by the Carnegie lobby that 
h& proposition to manufacture armor plate 
has been stamped by the house committee 
on naval affairs as “an empty bluff.’’ 

The naval committee has done nothing 
of the sort and has not yet had the mat- 
ter under consideration. As soon as the 
appropriation bill is off the books, Mr. 
Gates will have a hearing before the com- 
mittee on his bill—the Lorimer bill. 

Meantime just as an evidence of good 
faith and to controvert the charge that he 
is “bluffing,”’ Mr. Gates proposes to put up 
a certified check for $100,000 against a Car- 
negie check for a similar amount that if 
the Lorimer bill shall pass congress the 
Iitinos Ste®l Company will take a contract, 
if it can get it, to furnish the government 
all the armor plate required for a period 
of twenty-five years at a price under $40 
a ton, this check to be fortfeited to such 
charities as may be agreed upon in case 
his company “lays down,’’ the Carnegie 
check to be similarly fortfeited if the Illi- 
nois company makes good its proposition. 

With regard to the claim that the Illi- 
nois Steel Company cannot make armor 
plate at any price, because it has not the 
Mr. Gates says there ts no mo- 
nopoly in the manufacture of this article.

DONE T0 THE WARSHIPS 


Admiral. Bunce Recommends Sweeping Changes To Be 
Made in His Ship... High Seas and Gales Do 
Great Damage and Show Their Imper- 


fections. 


Old Naval Fight 


Is Stirred Up. 


Washingtoh, February 19.—Admiral Bunce 
has sent to the navy department a report 
for nearly a million dollars’ worth of work 
on his ships, He gives in detail the list of 
damages on board the ships of his squad- 
ron wrought by the storm en route to 
Charleston. It is the first full report which 


has come from that source regarding the 
effects of the wind amd waves, and evi- 
Bunce’s conclu- 
sions regarding the ships of the new navy. 
NOT SATISFIED WITH ANY SHIP. 
He is not satisfied with any of. the ves- 
sels, apparently, and of some of them he 
speaks in terms of emphatic criticism. He 
believes the armament of some of the ships 
is too great, and he has specified a number 
of instances where the guns should be re- 
duced if the efficiency of the ships as nav- 
igable objects is to be maintained. The 
recommendation to decrease the guns of 
some of the ships is not altogether a sur- 
prise. [t has been one of the minor con- 
troversies of the ordimance officers and con- 
structors, in which the latter contended 
the ships -were carrying greater weights 
of ordnance than was advisable. 
ORDNANCE MEN THINK OTHERWISE. 
The ordnamce officers resent any  svg- 
gestion such as that made by Admiral 
Bunce. They say the principal function of 
a warship is the transportation’ of guns, 
and that everything else must be subordi- 
nate. The machinery weights must be econ- 
omized, the stores and the armor mini @ zed 
to make the ship efficient in its armament. 


Naturally, tf the reduction in weights can 
be obtained in any other manner to satis- 
fy the demand made by Admiral Bunce, 
the ordnance people will hold out for the 
ordnance as at present arranged, 

MANY OTHER SUGGESTIONS. 

The other suggestions of Admira)l Bunce 
will be as determinedly cambated by the 
constructors. The work recommended would 
require that all of these new ships, some of 
them now on their first practical service, 
Should tbe returned to Norfolk of Brooklyn 
and, k¢épt yi the hands of the, constructors 
for six months ore more. 

Among the changes recommended is that 
the superstructures of the Amphitrite be 
removed. This is in line with the admiral’s 
idea that the monitor should show noth- 
ing above the water line to Serve as a 
target. He also recommends that the super- 
structure of the Maine be removed. He 
regards it of no value and as interfering 
with the efficiency of the ship. 

FINDS FAULT WITH ALL THE SHIPS. 

The report suggests changes on all the 
vessels, even down to the small boat which 
was found so valuable in saving life in the 
midst of a storm. It is recommended of this 
boat, for instance, that it be lightened, 
its principal faults being its excessive 
weight and its surplus number of oars. 

Neither the chief of ordnance nor the 
chief constructor will advise the navy de- 
partment to carry out the suggestions of 
Admiral Bunce. In fact, both officiils may 
be expected instead to write spirited replies 
to the acmiral’s criticisms.

The Sheriff Says He Would Not Bring

“TI would not take Flanagan .to Atlanta 
again as I have had to do for two or 
three nights past for $10,000.” 

These were the words of Sheriff Austin, 
of DeKalb county, as he stood upon the 
courthouse plaza at Decatur yesterday 
afternoon and saw the dusky shades of 
night dimly outlining the forms of the 
military guards as they patrolled their 


posts. 

_ Such an expression from so efficient and 
so brave an official as the sheriff of De- 
Kalb county was significant. 

The sheriff appreciated the services the 
military detachment was performing and 
he felt that a great and terrible "espon- 
sibility had been taken from his shoulders. 

No one at Decatur appreciated the 
gravity of tthe situation more than did 
Sheriff Austin. He had started out to do 
his duty at all hazards, and he was pro- 
tecting the prisoner by every means with- 
in his power. But he well knew of the 
murmuring among many of those gathered 
about the courthouse, and he was not blind 
to the fact that as each day went by 
there was more and more evidence that 
trouble was brewing. It was therefore 
with no little relief that he welcomed the 
military after the demonstration by che 
mob at the railroad depot Vednesday 
night. : 

WHAT JUDGE CANDLER SAYS. 

Judge Candler is receiving the indorse- 
ment of the people generally for his de- 
cision to call for the protection of the state 
militia. In speaking of his action the 
judge said: 

“T became convinced that tt was neces- 
sary for the preservation of peace and or- 
der to request the governor to order out 
a detachment of the militia. Our military 
are in the nature of peace officers and 
they are to aid the officers of the court in 
quelling any disturbance which night arise.

COL. BUCK VISITED THE MAJOR AND 
DISCUSSED POLITICS WITH HIM. 


Colonel Buck Denies That He Will Be 
Minister to Mexico—Says He Will 
Accept Most Any Good Place 
Tendered Him, 


The rumor was general on the street 
this morning that a private telegram had 
been received from Canton stating that 
Colonel A. E. Buck had been tendered a 
cabinet position by President-elect Mc- 
Kinley. 

Colonel Buck was seen at his office, on 
the third floor of the government building, 
and denies that any such appointment had 
been offered him. Colonel Buck stated 
that no southern man would be in the 
president’s cabinet; that neither Major 
Hanson nor H. Clay Evans would be ap- 
pointed. 

In referring to his trip to the north, Colo- 
nel Buck said that he left here to regain 
his health, which had been tmpaired by 
overwork. 

“TI went to Clevéland,” ‘sald he, “to rest 
a few. days before going to Washington. 
Mr. Hanna sent for me and insisted that 
I make his house my home while in the 
city. Of course the subject of politics was 
discussed in a general way. Mr. Hanna no- 
tified Major McKinley that I was in Cleve- 
land and insisted that I go down and see 
him. 

“Major McKinley did not send for me, 
but he has been my guest in Atlanta sev- 
eral times and I felt it would not be right 
if I did not cal!. He sent his carriage for 
me. I took luncheon with him and enjoyed 
myself exceedingly.’’ 

‘Was politics the subject of your dis- 
cussion,”’ asked the reporter. 

The colonel, after a hearty laugh, re- 
plied: “You don’t suppose two such old 
friends as the president-elect and myself 
could meet without talking politics, do 
you?” 

He went on to say that McKinley was 
not considering any but cabinet appoint- 
ments. He said that it was positive that 
he would not be appointed to the Mexican 
mission.

ARTICLE BY GRAND CHIEF CLARK.

Thea bill as it now stands applies only 
to railroads, and not ¢o strect railways. 
It applies to railroads and their em- 

ployees engaged in interstate commerce, 
regarcless of the motive power employ- 
ed. I do not consider that the law as 
it stands at present will apply to freight 
handlers, shopmen, trackmen, ete. 

The arbitration law intends that one 
or the other of the contesting parties 
in case of trouble between employee 
and employer shall call for arbitration. 
Such a call, from either of the contest- 
ants, would in my opinion not be a con- 
fession of weakness, but rather a desire 
to Denefit the public. 

The law provides that each contestant 
shall select ono arbitrator and that 
these two shall in turn select a third 
one. The law makes further provision 
that in case the fhird party be not 
chosen within forty-cight hours then he 
shall be chosen by a designated govern- 
meat official, This, I think, is a wise 
provision, as it tends to expedite mat- 
ters, and I believe we have nothing to 
fear from prejudice or unfairness in 
the official who might be called upon to 
make .the selection. 

The text of the law reads that “the 
award is to be conclusive unless set 
aside for error of law apparent on the 
record.”’ As the agreement to arbi- 
trate must clearly specify the points to 
be decided by the arbitrators it is diffi- 
cult to see how they could exceed their 
jurisdiction, and if perchance they did 
pass upon matters not properly before 
them their action would have no bind- 
ing effect except as it applied to mat- 
ters submitted to them. This would not

SAM GRANT RESPITED.

GOVERNOR ISSUED AN ORDER GIV- 
ING HIM TWO WEEKS OF LIFE. 


Justice Fish Joined in the Request 
for Commutation for Grant Be- 
cause He Had Been Deprived 
of One of His Rights. 


Sam Grant has two weeks more, at least, 
in which to repent of his sins. 


Governor Atkinson ‘has issued the follow- : 


ing’ order: 
“February 17, 1897. 
“To the Sheriff cf Sumter county: 

“Whereas, on the 12th day of February, 
1897, Sam Grant, who was convicted of 
murder in Sumter superior court and sen- 
tenced to be hanged, was respited for one 
week in order to give hits. counsel time tw 
prepare and submit application for com- 
mutation of death sentence, and whereas 
the additional evidence and petttions sub- 
mitted constituted purely an ex parte 
showing, do not satisfactorily present the 
case in all its feature, in order .o make 
such further investigation as will be neces- 
sary to satisfactoriiy pass upon the merits 
cf the epplication for commutation, you 
ure hereby ordered to postpone the execu- 
tien of suid sentence of death until Friday, 
March 5, 1897, when, in the absence of any 
legal order tc the contrary directing. you 
will preceed to. execute the sentence of the 
ccurt in said case... Herein fail not! 

“W. Y. ATKINSON, Governor. 
“By the governor, 
“i, E. CALLOWAY, Private Secretary.” 

The ceder was issued late yesterday afy 
ternoon and was the result of the efforts 
of people of the highest standing ia Sum- 
ter county in behalf of the condemned man, 

Even Supreme Court Justice Fish, who 
was the circuit judge before whom Grant 
was tried, added his nagne to the list of 
those pleading for commutation. This was 
an umprecedented action on the part of 
Justice Fish, who has never, during his 
whole official career, asked for a stay of 
sentence in a case of murder. 

In his letter to the governor, Justice Fish 
stated that he felt that 
the negro of one right under the law in 
not granting a last argument by one of 
the avtorneys for the defense. He did not 
state that he thought that that speech 
might have changed the verdict, but he 
simply based his request on that ground. 

‘Mrs. Marie Louise Myrick, 
limes-Recorder, appeared before the gov- 
ernor, ot on her own responsibility, as 
she said, but in behalf of the people of the 
county, who were almost unanimous in the 
belief that Sam Grant was not guilty of 
murder, but merely af mansiaughter. 

Governor Atkinson had gcme. over the 
case carefully again and again, and as 
none of the petitioners could show any 
legal reason for the commutation of the

Grows in Georgia, 


REPORTS TELL THE TALE 


Increase of the Tax Brings an Increase 
of Law Breakers—Ovecr One Hundred 
Seizures in One Month—Revente Of_i- 
cers Have Been Instructed To Renew 


Vigilance. 


The distilling of wildcat whisky in Geor- 
gia is on the increase instead of decreasing. 
This statement may sound queer to those 
who think that they are posted on the 
question and who know the effect that the 
local government officials have made to put 
a stop to the “moonshine’”’ industry, but 
it is true, nevertheless. 

An investigation of 
collecitor’s office shows that during the 
month of December there were 148 seiz- 
ures by deputy collectors and seventy- 
eight arrests, which was nearly double over 
the same month of the previous year. 

During the past two days there have 
been something like a dozen seizures re- 
ported to the local office and if the officers 
keep up the work during the latter part 
of the month as they have in the first 
this will be the star month of the period. 

The cause leading to the increased num- 
ber of seizures [{s attributed to the increase 
of the tax on whisky from 90 cents to $1.10 
a gallon. 

The law providing for the increase in tax- 
ation went into effect in August, 1894, and 
since that time the manufacture of illicit 
whisky has been steadily on the increase, 
the books showing that there have been 
from one-fourth to double the arrests 
monthly. 

The officers have recently received posi- 
tive instructions to double their energies 
and do everything in their power to break 
up the nefarious practice which has ex- 
isted in this section from time immemorial.

The bill as it now stands applies only 
to railroads, and not to strect railways. 
It applies to railroads and thetr em- 
ployees engaged in interstate commerce, 
regardless of the motive power employ- 

ed. I do not consider that the law as 
it stands at present will apply to freight 
handlers, shopmen, trackmen, ete. 

The arbitration law intends that one 
or the other of the comtesting parties 
in case of. trouble between employee 
and employer shall call for arbitration. 
Such a call, from either of tha@ contest- 
ants, would in my opinion not be a con- 
fession of weakness, but rather a desire 
to benefit the public. 

The law provides that cach contestant 
shall select ono arbitrator and that 
these two shall in turn select a third 
one. The law makes further provision 
that in case the third party be not 
chosen within forty-cight hours then he 
shill be chosen by a designated govern- 
ment oflicial, This, I think, is a wise 
provision, as it tends to expedite mat- 
ters, and I believe we have nothing to 
fear from prejudice or unfairness in 
the officint who might be called upon to 
make the selection. 

The text of the law reads that ‘the 
award is to-be conclusive unless set 
aside fow error of law apparent on the 
record.”” As othe agreement to arbi- 
trate must clearly specify the points to 
be decided by the arbitrators it is diffi- 
cult to see how they could éxceed their 
jurisdiction, and if perchance they did 
pass upon matters not properly before 
them their action would have no bind- 
ing effect except as it applied to mat- 
ters submitted to them. This would not

Even Supreme Court Justice Fish, who 
was the circuit judge before whom Grant 
was tried, added his nagne to the list of 
those pleading for commutation. This was 
an umprecedented action on the part of 
Justice Fish, who has never, during his 
whole official career, asked for a stay of 
suntence in a case of murder. 

In his letter to the governor, Justice Fish 
stated that he felt that he ‘had deprived 
the negro of one right under the law in 
not granting a last argument by one 
the attorneys for the defense. He did not 
state that he thought that that speech 
might have changed the verdict, but he 
simply based his request on that ground. 

‘Mrs. Marie Louise Myrick, editor of The 
Tlimes-Recorder, appeared ,before the gov- 
ernor, mot on her own responsibility, as 
she said, but in behalf of the people of the 
county, who were almost unanimous in the 
belief that Sam Grant was not guilty of 
murder, but merely af manslaughter.

THE INGREASE 


Manufacture of Wildcat’ Whisky 
Grows in Georgia, 


REPORTS TELL THE TALE 


Increase of the Tax Brings an Increase 
of Law Breakers—Over One Hundred 
Seizures in One Month—Reventue Ofli- 
cers Have Been Instructed To Renew 


Vigilance. 


The distilling of wildcat whisky in Geor- 
gia is on the increase instead of decreasing. 
This statement may sound queer to those 
who think that they posted on the 
question and who know the effect that the 
local government officials have made to put 
a stop to the “‘moonshine’’ industry, but 
it is true, nevertheless. 

An imvestigation of the books in the 
collector’s office shows that «during the 
month of December there were 108 seiz- 
ures by deputy collectors and seventy- 
eight arrests, which was nearly double over 
the same month of the previous year. 

During the past two days there have 
been something like a dozen seizures re- 
ported to the local office and if the officers 
keep up the work during the latter part 
of the month they have in the first 
this will be the star month of the period. 

The cause leading to the increased num- 
ber of seizures is attributed to the increase 
of the tax on whisky from 90 cents to $1.10 
a gallon. 

The law providing for the increase in tax- 
ation went into effect in August, 1894, and 
since that time the manufacture of illicit 
whisky has been steadily on the increase, 
the books showing that there have been 
from one-fourth to double the arrests 
monthly. 

The officers have recently received posi- 
tive instructions to double their energies 
and do everything in their power to break 
up the nefarious practice which has ex- 
isted in this section from time immemorial.

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COLORADO’S MOUNTAIN SHEEP

|The Rapid Increase of These Animals 


in Recent Years. 


From The‘ Denver Republican. 

Mountain sheep appear to be increasing 
in Colorado, and, stranger still, the rare 
and timid animals are leaving their dizzy 
haunts among the high mountain peaks 
and drawing nearer to the habitations of 
men than ever before. In the compara~- 
tively low lands near the town of Jefferson 
there is now a flock of fifty or more moun- 
tain sheep. Jefferson is on the South Park 
railroad, about eighty-one miles southwest 
o: Denver, in Park county. It is an old 
established community and has near it 
the well-known summer resort, Jefferson 
lake, The vicinity, disturbed by the rum- 
bie of rains as weil as the sounds of human 
life and industry, is not at alla quiet one. 
It has none of the characteristics which 
usually mark the natural home of the al- 
most extinct mountain sheep. 

And yet, for seVeral days past, a band 
of at ieast fifty of the soft-eyed, large- 
horned native sheep of the Rocky moun- 
tains has been calmly grazing around the 
town of Jefferson and close to the rail- 
roads. It is said that the sheep do not 
display any sign of fear of the Jefferson 
people. Many of them come in open day- 
light within easy pistol shot of the resi- 
derces. They duo not run away unless some- 
body purposely tries to frighten them. 

For many years past the sight of a moun- 
tain sheep has been a rarity in Colorado, 
and usually but one at a time has been 
seen. A hunter far off from civilization 
might descry a solitary sheep, perched on 
a crag overlooking some wild and steep 
canyon, but hardiy ever within gunshot 
range. No such thing as fifty sheep to- 
gether has been reported even by the veri- 
est Munchausen of hunters. When a jione 
Sheep Was seen it usualiy disappeared from 
view at the slightest alarm. 

Considering tnese things, the descent of 
fifty sheep upon the town of Jefferson, as 
though they had formed themselves into 
an excursion party somewhere among the 
mountains, does not look reasonably ex- 
plainable. The general theory is that bitter 
cold and deep snows in the higher altitudes 
drove them downward, and that they join- 
ed together for mutual protection as they 
tra veiled irom peak to peak.

ENGLAND’S IMMENSE ARSENAL 


it Is by Far the Most Extensive on 
the Globe. 
From The London Globe. 

The importance of Devonport as a naval 
base has been repeatedly demonstrated. 
Today the dockyard and the Keyham 
steam factory cover an area of 145 acres. 
exclusive of the victualing yard, the naval 
barracks, the Royal Engineering coliege 
and the many other government buildings 
located on the banks of the Tamar and oc- 
cupying 200 additional acres. 

The present board of admiralty has now 
commenced a scheme of extension which. 
in costliness, if not in importance, will 
eclipse any work of the kind previously 
undertaken, and will convert Devonport— 
with the extension of Pembroke, the young- 
est of the royal dockyards—into the largest 
and most efficiently defended arsenal in 
the world. The authorities in Whitehall 
have set their hand to a scheme of naval 
expansion at the western port which will 
entail an expenditure of about £6,000.000. 
A millien sterling has been spent in dredg- 
ing operations as a preliminary to the ex- 
tension of Devonport as a naval port, and 


the means of access to the dockyards at all 


tides has been rendered safe and easy. 
The scheme includes the creation of a 
tidal basin with an area of 35% acres, being 
four and a half times as large as the big- 
gest basin which Devonport now possesses. 
It will be 1,550 feet long and 1,000 feet broad, 
with a depth of 45 feet below the coping 
stone, Leading from this basin, which will 
be entered from the Hamoaze by a tidal 
caisson, will be three graving docks and 
an entrance lock sufficiently large to per- 
mit the passage through of vessels larger 
than any yet designed. This lock will be 
an important addition to the accommoda- 
tion, for it is to be so constructed that it 
can be closed with-a caisson and utilized as 
a dock. The scheme thus aims at pro- 
viding a large tidal basin which can be 
used at any state of the tide and five docks 
so commodious as to 1educe to a minimum 
the pessibility of an accident in the docking 
or undocking of the largest vessels. Ply- 
mouth’s feographical position renders these 
additional facilities for the -accommoda- 
tion of the largest war vessels of the great- 
est national importance, and nine or ten 
years hence, when the scheme has been 
completed, the Devonport group of docks

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EXAMINED BY CENSORS. | 


All Books and Newspapers Published 
in Russia Carefully Scrutinized. 
From The New York-Comm.rctal Advertiser 
George Brandes, of Copenhagen, who has 
passed several winters in Warsaw, has 
been writing an account of his experiences 
with the Russian censors. After suffering 
considerable ar1z.oyance at their hands he 
went to their office to see what they were 

like. He says: 

“As I entered I saw in the mailroom 
an enormeus quantity of newspapers and 
books, in postal wrappers, some spread out 
and some heaped in great piles. That was 
the day’s mail. Every newspaper that is 
received is taken from its wrapper and ex- 
amined. Whatever displeases the censors 
is blackened. Every book is opened and 
looked through. There is consequently no 
calculable date for the arrival of this 
class of mail. Sometimes you get five or 
six newspapers in a day and some- 
times you do not get a single newspaper in 
five or six days. In 4 separate room sit 
those censcrs who handle the local 
newspapers. In consequence of the censor- 
ship nearly all are evening papers. In 
consequence of the censorship also they 
are not able to catch the afternoon for- 
eign mails, but must walt until the next 
day. They are pcor. The number of 
subscribers to one of them is seldom more 
than 1,500. 

“A newspaper man is usually obliged to 
write articles on the same subject for sevy- 
eral of them every day to make a living. 
At 11 o’clock a. m. all of the proofs are 
sent from the newspaper officee to the cen- 
sors. who cut and slash according to mood 
or prejudice, influenced largely by personal 
animesity toward the writers, by the 
number of favors to be expected from the 
editors and by the amount of bribes al- 
ready given. Almost all articles in which 
anything of in portance is said are written 
therefore in a style which ts unintelligible 
at first reading, The language is abstract, 
indefinite and ambiguous. The reading pub- 
lic, however, has been educated to read he- 
tween the lines. At 4 o’clock the proofs are 
sent back to the editors. What has been 
marked out mu#t be replaced with reserve 
articles held in type for such emergencies. 
The censors do not object to foreign works 
on natural sciences, but they almest in- 
atlably exclude or expurgate histories. 
The word “free” is forbidden. Last winter 
a Warsaw newspaper published a receipt 
for soup which was to be cooked over a 
‘free-burning fire.’ The ‘free’ was cut out 
as dangerous to the existing order, and 
‘a burning fire’ appeared in all its tauto- 
logi-‘al loreliness.’’

Its Tribulations Have Been the Restlt 
of Turkish Oppression.

to Turkey. It is stated by United States 
Consul to Crete W. J. Stillman, a warm 
friend and admirer of the Cretans, that an 
insurrection takes place or is looked for 
every five years. The island was con- 
quered in 1669 by the Turks, but has al- 
ways been more or less. of a menace to the 
integrity of the sultan’s dominions. The 
inhabitants are an independent, liberty- 
loving people, with a leaning in their po- 
litical aspirations to annexation with 
Greece. 

Greed of Turkish governors has been the 
cause of great trouble on the island. It has 
been suggested that either the appointment 
for life, under certain restrictions, of such 
officers, or the appointment for a limited 
term, with no renewal, might do away with 
considerable of the discontent. In 1866 the 
only demand of the Cretans was for the 
recall of the governor and the withdrawai 
of certain taxes which had been exempted 
by special firman, which the sultan pro- 
posed to impose. At that time the Greek 
government retused to give the Cretans 
any ald. But before the trouble was set- 
tled the viceroy of Egypt undertook to ex- 
tend his territorial dominions, and an un- 
derstanding between the porte, the viceroy 
and the French ambassador wus aimed at, 
by which the island of Crete was, for cer- 
tain considerations, to be transferred to 
the viceroy.

Russia and the United States objected, the 
consul of the latter country becoming a/- 
most a hero in the opinions of the Cretanz 
for the part which he took In the crisis. 

Ex-United States Coneul Stillman, im 
speaking of the troubles that led up to the 
insurrection of 1866, said that the Cretans 
were tired of anarchy, robbery and mur- 
der. While the insurrection lasted three 
years and left Crete devastated and hal? 
depopulated, it was even more disastrous 
to the sultan. It brought his country to 
the verge of bankruptcy and resulted in 
the loss of some of the best soldiers in the 
Turkish army. The coet of the tnsurrec- 
tion and war of 1866-’68 was not less thar 
200,%0.10) freaoecs and the loss to the army 
of 50,000 men. The mortakty was due not 
alone to soldiers slain in battle. but to the 


ish government remitted a part of the 
custom duties of Crete and that the cost 
of keeping the garrisons in certain fortified 
cities exceeded the receipts. Judging from 
this, it would appear that Turkey values 
her suzeranity of Crete more for the ter- 
ritorial situation and ‘mportance of the 
island than for its financial resources.

“One killed some fellow’ to whom you 
owed a bill?’ inquired the reporter. 

“No. One savel the lives of my wife

“It doesn’t seem reasonable,” said the 
man, “but I'll tell how it was. I hap- 
pened at that time to own a horse and 
barouche, and one day my wife drove 
down to my office with the three children, 
the nurse and the pug dog.

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE WANTS TO

The Members Believe the Work in 


Commissioner Wylie’s Office Can 
Be Performed by One Man 
Instead of Two. 


The finance committee of the city council 
is after one of two official scalps in the 
commissioner of public works’ office, as 
told of in yesterday’s Evening Constitution. 

It is said they prefer that of Secretary 
Clarence Moore, but if they cannot legally 
get it then they must have that of Mr. 
Moses, the assistant. 

For severai afternoons this week the 
finance commuttee has been holding star 
chamber sessions. It has leaked out over 
the transom that during each one of these 
sessions Commissioner Wylie and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Moore, have undergone a rigid 
inquisition. The character of the que- 
ries appear to be of a nature to find out 
why Commissioner Wylie is compelled to 
keep two assistants. 

For some time past, itis said, Mr. Moore 
has been fll, and the work has fallen on 
Mr. Moses. In view of the fact that Mr. 
Moses got through with the work, it Is 
claimed that the committee thought Mr. 
Moore should be able to do likewise. 

Yesterday afternoon, at one of these se- 
cret sessions of the finance committee, mat- 
ters took some definite shape. Public 
Works Commissioner Wylie and Assistant 
Moore went through the usual friquisition. 
Their answers, it appears, made little im- 
pression on the committee, for before they 
adjourned it was deaided to find out wheth- 
er Mr. Moore was physically able to at- 
tend to the duties of the office. If he was, 
then Mr. Moses’s official head comes off. If 
Mr. Moore is found unable to “do the 
work” then he will be displaced by Mr. 
Moses. 

The commissioner thas had two assistants 
for seven or eight years. Mr. Moore's of- 
fice is a chartered office, amd when he was 
elected, about a year ago, it was for two 
years. Mr. ‘Moore said today that the work 
was most too much for one man, and that 
in his opinion it was not a point of econ- 
omy that the committee was making, but 
that of politics. 

“The fight,” continued Mr. Moore, -“s 
directly at me, and because I have been a 
political opponent to one or two that are 
now on the committee. 

“I will show up a few things if the fight 
is forced upon me, and I am forced out of 
the office.”

Washington and Lee university traces its 
founded by 
Robert Alexander in 1749. From 1776 to 
1798 it was known as Liberty Hall academy. 
Having received in 1796 the nucleus of “Its 
present endowment from President Wash- 
ington, its name was changed in 17% to 
Washington academy and in 1813 to Wash- 
ington college. The charter was obtained 
in 1782. In 1802 the Cimcinnati Society, 
composed of surviving officers of the revo- 
lution, influenced by Washington's exam- 
ple, on dissolving their organization gave 
their funds to the school at Lexington.

In 
the gencral ruin that followed the unsuc- 
cessful close of the war the college endow- 
mcat et $90,000 ceased to produce income, 
and the furtunes of the college becaine 
des.vurat. 

its Cisaster. was rapidly retrieved when in 
Avcust. 1865, General Robert E. Lee ac- 
cepted the presidency of the institution. 
The attendance, which was but 146 in the 
session of 1865-66, rose to 399 in 1866-67 and 
to 410 in 1867-68. The improved income made 
possible large additions to the teaching 
facilitics of the college. The curriculum 
was expanded, the faculty was strength- 
ened and needed equipment was acquired, 
so that in the period from 1866 tu 1870 Wash- 
ington college, in both attendance and the 
charecter of its work, was, perhaps, the 
leading institution in the south. Few 
southern institutions, in fact, had survived 
the shock of the war. 

‘Besides a largely increased patronage from 
all parts of the south, General Lee’s presi- 
dency brceught the college many and large 
additicns to its endowment, chiefly from 
_persons ir England and in the north who 
sympathized with the south, or who saw 
in the rulned cendition of the southern col- 
lezcs an ifiviting field for practical beneti- 
cea*c Among the gifts may be mentioned 
that of McCormick, the inventor of the 
reaper, $40,500; Corcoran, $30,000; Thomas 
A Scott, $60,00; Peabody, $250,000; Bayly, 
$70,000; Donovan, $10,000; Newcomb, $10,000. 
At present the productive endowment is 
about $630,000, producing $36,000. Including 
property in buildings, grounds, etc., worth 
$65,000, and bequests not yet realized upon, 
the total endowment is about $1,000,000. 

After General R. E. Lee’s death, in 1870, 
the style of the institution was changed by 
the Virginia legislature to Washington and 
Lee university, to include the names of 
its two chief benefactors. In 1871 General 
G. W. Cc. Lee succeeded his father in the 
prsidency, and continued to hold that office 
till the close of 1896. 

The institution has educated about 7,000 
persons, among them many men who have 
achieved a national reputation. Its pa- 
tronage is drawn from a wide area, but 
chiefly from the south. Of the 220 students 
in attendance in 1895-96 one hundred were 
from Virginia, the remainder from twenty- 
two different states. Maryland is always 
represented’by a contingent, and the Mary- 
land alurnni meet yearly in Baltimore to 
renew at a banquet their allegiance to 
their alma mater. A large proportion of 
the students at Washington and Lee are 
the sons and grandsons of men who were 
educated there. 

The town of Lexington is ideally situated 
for a college site. Located in the Valley 
of Virginia, near the interlacings of the 
headwaters of the Shenandoah and James 
rivers, amidst singularly beautiful and in- 
snviring scenery and in a most salubrious 
climate. it offers many attractions to visit- 
ors. The wholesome moral inuflence of the 
comniunity, with the social advantages of 
a cultivated society, add to the value of an 
education acquired at any of the education- 
al institutions of which Lexington is the 
home. The place is in some sort the Mecca 
of southern patriots, being hallowed by its 
Lee lived his last years there 
and is buried in a vault under the univer- 
sity chapel. |A recumbent statue of him by 
Valentine in the chapel it. much admired 
by visitors. The Lee Memorial church, ad- 
jacent to the campus, is one of the notable 
churchet of the south. A bronze stutue of 
Stonewall Jackson in the Lexington ceme- 
tery and a Jackson Memorial hall at the 
Virginia miltary institute are other memo- 
rials which give Lexington a peculiar hold 
on the southern heart.
